Prof. H. J. Hughes of Harvard said 
that he had always looked forward to 
electrification, although he considered it 
a tremendous problem. 

Thomas N, Hart, former mayor of 
Boston, said he would like to see roads 
gewwene if it could: be fairly done. 

Richard L. Gay, secretary of the Mass- 
L sndadealte Board of Trade, declared today 
that the electrification of the railroads 
within the suburban zones will undoubt- 
edly be a desirable thing, because of the 
elimination of smoke, steam, cinders, etc. 

It is entirely a matter of expense, he 
said. The question is whether the roade 
can afford to do it, or, if they cannot, if 
thé public will be willing to pay addi- 
tional fares for the privilege of riding 
on the trains. Most of this expense, he 
said, would come from those living 
nearby. 

To make the plan effective, Mr. Gay 
added, the freight lines should be elec- 
trified as well as the passenger lines. 
This has not yet been considered in the 
present system, which provides for the 
electrification only of passenger lines. 

Members of the joint commission, 
called the “big four commission,” which 
now has the matter under consideration, 
might throw some light on the matter, 
but the report to the Legislature will 
be made in January, and no information 
will be given out at the present time. 
The report of the metropolitan improve- 
ments commission appointed by the Leg- 
islature was referred to this joint com- 
mission, which is composed of the rail- 
road, the harbor and land, the metro- 
politan park and the transit commissions. 

The metropolitan committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce will now take up 
the matter, since the railroads have is- 
sued their report, and in various other 
ways the matter, which is looked upon 
both by business men in the city, and 
suburban residents as one of big signifi- 
cance, will be the subject of much dis- 
cussion. 

The engineers estimate that the plan 
to electrify within the suburban districts 
will cost the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford $13,862,750, the Boston & 
Maine $18,889,192, the Boston & Albany 
$6,413,300 or a total cost of $39,165,242. 

Because of the electrification being in- 
stalled only within the metropolitan dis- 
trict, the railroads point out that there 
must of necessity be from three to four 
minutes delay at transfer points on both 
inbound and outbound service, and that 
because of such delays the service cannot 
be so satisfactory as at present. 

As only the passenger trains are to 
be handled by electric power the New 
Haven and the Boston & Maine point 
out that experience has shown that the 
operation of a mixed steam and electri- 
cal service is very unsatisfactory; that 
under such conditions the smoke, cin- 
ders, steam and noise nuisance are only 
alleviated and not eliminated, while a 
large proportion of the expense of both 
systems is retained, thus preventing a 
full degree of economy in either class 
of motive power. 

In the interest of economy of opera- 
tion the railroads favor the complete 
electrification of both passenger and 
freight traffic within any set zone, rather 
than electrifying only one branch of the 
service. 

They also maintain that experience 
has shown that the electric service earns 
no interest on capital invested, while it 
does increase the cost of operation very 
materially. They also point out that it 
is very essential that a more complete 
and comprehensive study should be made 
before fixing upon the limits to the elec- 
tric service. 

The cost of electrification to the road 
will be about $6,413,300, and the annual 
expense will be about $539,191. The gross 
revenue of the road from the distri®@t to 
be electrified is stated to be $1,300,000. 
The operating expense of the present 
steam service in the territory under con- 


sideration is slightly im excess of the 
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Governor Harmon, just reelected Gover- 
nor of Ohio, Governor-elect Dix of New 
York, Governor Marsha]! of Indiana or 
some man of that type. 

The chief difference between the two 
parties would in the last analysis not 
be the tariff, although that issue would 
figure extensively in the 1912 campaign;

as opposed to the rights of the federal 
government. This is the old issue which 
was made between Alexander Hamilton 
and Thomas JefferBon in the early days 
of the republic, and which was the shib- 
boleth of *he Democracy in the ante- 
bellur: days. In returning to that issue 
the party would be. going back to first 
principles. 

Both Dr. Wilson and Mr. Harmon are 
the embodiment of this old conservative 
theory. It crops out in all of Dr. Wil- 
son's political writings, and it is.a part 
of Governor Harmon’s public record for 
a generation. Grover Cleveland was one 
of the later exponents of this theory. 
The Democracy which stood with him 
for the most part believed in it. It has 
always been adhered to by the southern 
states, and it underlay the theory that 
the states had the right to secede from 
the general government. 


SEINE CONTINUES 
RISING IN PARIS 


PARIS—The river Seine continues to 
rise, the gauge at Port Royal on Sunday 
night marking 5.93 meters, which is 3.45 
meters above the normal, and somewhat 
higher than that estimated a few days 
ago for this date. The river authorities, 
although the tributaries and sources of 
the Seine are reported to be falling, esti- 
mate that the rise will continue until 
Thursday, when it is expected it will 
reach a maximum of 7.20 meters, a little 
more than two meters sl.ort of the height 
last January. 

The low quarters of the eastern end of 
the city and parts of the Jardin des 
Plants are inundated, and the subterran- 
ean passages to the Austerlitz station are 
flooded, gangways being improvised for 
passengers.

On the bow of the Birmingham a run- 
way 83 feet long with an incline toward 
the prow of five degrees, was constructed.

hand, dreaming of designing some dress 
for the Empress Eugenie, passing by in 
an open phaeton. And how enthusiastic 
he got, no doubt, over some Japanese 
print or Chinese vase in some curio 
shop.” 

Whistler’s acquaintance with the art, 
of Rembrandt began during those earlier 
days when he went to Holland. In the 
latter fifties he joined with a number of 
other talented painters in the establish- 
ment of the Salon des Refusees when 
one of his youthful efforts, as well as’ 
the work of the associates in the move- 
ment, had been turned down by tlie 
Paris Salon. More in a spirit of noncha- 
lance than because he was earnestly in 
favor of the artists, Napoleon III. lent 
them his imperial sanction to the ex- 
tent of ordering that the Salon des 
Refusees should be held in the same 
building as the official exhibition. It 
was here that Whistler's “The White 
Girl” first attracted attention. Zola 
mentions the painting in his “lOeuvre,” 
and the art critics generally spoke highly 
of the production. 

The present biographer of Whistler's 
activity believes that the exhibition of 
“The White Girl” marks the turning 
point in his career. Up to that t:me 
he had led the usual capricious exist- 
ence of the average sojourner in the 
Latin quarter. For days he would go 
without enough to eat. But now things 
turned for the better... Whistler en- 
tered on a campaign of hard work, and 
during the next three vears he finished 
a number of the pictures that estab- 
lished his fame. A bit of highly des- 
eriptive writing by the biographer, as 
applicable to Whistler’s art, is as 
follows: 

“He created a style for himself and 
his space and color arrangements have 
exerted a deep and lasting influence on 
modern paiting. Whether he is as great 
a painter as some critics make him— 
whether he is as ‘big’ as Franz Habs, for 
instance, is still a matter of d’scussion. 
He will always live in th uaistory of 
art as being the first man who com- 
bined the beauties of eastern design 
The 
mysterious atmosphere of some of his 
canvases (from which solid forms 
emerge or recede into) is a poetic trans- 


‘lation of Japanese suggestiveness, which 


does not care to create an illusion, but 
rather suggests it. Whistler in his por- 
traits was not an initiator of a new 
art, like Monet in his landscapes. 
was the last and most perfect of an 
old school. He merely pushed to their 
extreme consequence the prince ples 
have championed. He followed more 
closely what one might call the thematic 
development of tone, and discerned more 
plainly the significance and mystery 
that lie hidden in blurred objects. 

“The portrait of the sesthete, Count 
Robert de Montesquiou de Fezensac. who 
honored this shore with a visit (painted 
in 1890-91), was one of the last pictures 
Whistler undertook sev-

must be admitted that without this ma- 
terial the work would hardly have been 
complete. There is not a little of repe- 
tition, and a constant recurrence to this 
or that phase that made Whistler con- 
spicuous, but perhaps had this been ex- 
cluded, the very characteristics 
Whistler would have stool out less prom. 
nent. 

Whistler had many friends, and with 
his dearest he had the most frequent 
quarrels. He offered offense to many 
who yet forgave him every time. He was 
and, therefore, 
his eccentricities were excused. His “The 
Gentle Art of Making Enemies” was an 
autobiographical admission that he un- 
derstood his own shortcomings. James 
McNeil Whistler may have imitators in 
plenty, but it is doubtful if there will be 
an early reproduction of what in jis case 
was the highest outward expression of 
personal idiosyncrasies in the form of 
portrait painting. :

j POULTRY AND DAIRY PRODUCTS. 


Now, farmers east and west, working 
more intelligently, have changed these 
limiting conditions. They have made it 
possible to have fresh butter of high 
grade at all seasons of the year and in 
sufficient quantity to supply the entire 
market. June butter, when it comes 
down from storage, is second quality. 
This is better for the farmer and better 
for the consumer. The latter gets better 
butter and the farmer better prices with 
less work. In cool or cold weather 
there is less trouble in caring for milk 
and. butter and in shipping it than 
there is in warm. 

To those who do not know, it is sur- 
prising what a difference the location of 
a farm makes in the taste of butter. 
Everybody knows that the green things 
upon which the cow feeds has much to 
do with the quality of the milk, but the 
farm is usually looked upon as just a 
farm, good or otherwise. In the certain 
hilly country there are now living two 
farmers, each making a specialty of 
butter and conducting the business along 
the most approved lines. But it never 
failed that the butter from the one farm 
was better than the butter from the 
other and always brought a larger price. 
For a long time no one could discover 
the reason. Then it was 
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weekly. Storage eggs are bringing 30 
and 32 cents. 

Illinois, Iowa, Michigan and Indiana 
are the largest egg states in the country. 
Their eggs are large and well colored. 
Professionally they have “style,” which 
is liable to be lacking in eggs from other 
parts of the country, particularly the 
South and Nova Scotia, whose eggs are 
small and lack that fine quality of shell 
which distinguishes the western egg. 
This is due to methods pursued in raising 
chickens. The hen that is called upon to 
scratch for herself and feed upon worms 
and grasshoppers does not produce the 
quality of egg that does the hen fed with 
good cornmeal, buttermilk, potatoes and 
other good products from the farm. Eggs 
from these hens are delicious. They are 
full of nutriment, they keep, they “stand 
up,” while those fvom the poor little hen 
who grubs for herself do not. 


Reports on consignments of eggs sent 
to Boston, New York and Chicago in the 
month of October, 1909 and 1910,are in- 
teresting. In October, 1909, eggs sent to 
the city of Boston amounted to 67,458 
eases. In 1910 there were but 49,071, a 
decrease of 18,287, owing to the shortage 
of supply, and which naturally has sent 
the prices soaring. In the city of New 
York there were in 1909 248,143, and this

A: WIDE POCKET 


HILE the open or rug muff is not 

seen so frequently this year as 
last, the style is so good a one that the 
effect is retained in some muffs that 
have the advantage of the closed bot- 
toms. On a muff of smooth fur like 
seal or moleskin, there will be a border 
of a long-haired fur that is carried along 
the bottom as though outlining a loose- 
hanging skin. In some muffs of this 
style the opening for the hands is only 
a few inches deep and the rest of the 
end is held together by shirred chiffon 
or satin, so that there is provided a deep 
and wide pocket which will hold purse, 
handkerchief and other small articles 
more safely than the old kind of open- 
end muffs.—Montreal Star. 


Get All Before You 


[t is a good plan when one expects 
to do considerable baking or cooking 
to take the spice and flour and all the 
ingredients needed from their places in 
the pantry and set them in a row on 
the table.

Amount Shipped From United States in Fiscal Period 
Largest on Record, Making a Gain of Ten Million

WASHINGTON—Exports of foreign 
merchandise from the United States in 
the fiscal year 1919 were the largest on 
record, their value having been $35,000,- 
000, speaking in round terms, against 
$25,000,000 in 1909 and $28,000,000 in 
1903, the former high record year, and 
an annual erage of $26,000,000 in the 
decade 1900-1909. 

From 1865 to 1895 the exportation of 
foreign merchandise from the United 
States fluctuated between $11,000,000 and

British exports of foreign and colonial 
merchandise also include goods which are 
exported in bond, having been worked up 
or otherwise enhanced in value, while the 
United States classifies as “foreign ex- 
ports” only such of the imported mer- 
chandise as is ‘subsequently’ exported 
from the country in substantially the 
same condition as that in which it 
reached our ports, omitting from that 
category all exports of foreign mer- 
chandise which undergoes in this country 
any process of manufacture by which it 
is changed in form or enhanced in value, 
such being classed as domestic products. 


The principal articles imported into the 
United@States and subsequently exported 
to foreign countries without undergoing a 
process of manufacture are india rubber, 
hides and skins, art works, fruits and 
nuts, fibers and textile grasses, lead bul- 
lion, cane sugar, lead, cotton and lumber. 
The largest increases occurred in india 
rubber, from $3,000,000 in 1909 to practi- 
cally $8,000,000 in 1910; .manila, from 
$500,000 to $1,333,333, while in each of 
the remaining articles named the year’s 
exports exceeded $1,000,000 and with one 
exception, lead, represented a gain over 
those of the proceeding year. 

Decreases occurred in exports of for- 
eign lead and base bullion, from $3,333,- 
333 in 1909 to a little over $2,000,000 in 
1910. A less important group of foreign 
exports with values ranging from $200,- 
000 to $850,000 per annum, includes raw 
wool, furs, crude cocoa, silk, vegetables, 
fibers other than manila, iron and steel 
manufactures, automobiles and’ horses.

never expected that 50 vears later 
would be nearly 8,000,000 members 
such societi@s, that the outstanding cer- 
tificates would amount to nearly $9,000.- 
000,000, and that the value of nearly 
that vast amount of insurance might 
depend upon the result of a lawsuit down 
on the calendar to be argued by George 
W. Miller of Chicago in the appellate 
division of th New York supreme court. 

This lawsuit of Denis Wright against 
the Knights of the Maccabees of the 
World, represents the beginning and 
probably the ending of the five-year 
fight made by the exponents of “ade- 
quate ‘rates” against the adherents of 
the “current cost” systems of fraternal 
Msurance. 

The question has divided the fraternal 
insurance world into two host:le camps, 
and only after five years of continual 
effort, diplomacy, persuasions, and. mu- 
tual concessions have the members of 
the National Fraternal Congress been 
able-to assure the insurance commission- 
ers of the various states that the battle 
is practically ended.

' creased rates in other states. Other sim- 
ilar societies doing business in New York 
would instantly come under the decision, 
and any member of a society could force 
it to stop trying to increase rates when 
needed. 

The Miller brief in part sums up one 
aspect of the matter: 

“If these associations have not the 
right to readjust their rates so as to col- 
lect from their members rates of contri- 
bution which will enable them to redeem 
their outstanding obligations and pay 
their promised benefits as they mature 
from time to time, it means that each 
of them will struggle along for a few 
years more,” and then presumably “will 
be the end of this beneficent system of 
insurance.”

About the Art of Seeing 


I dearly love to paint pictures, but 
do not know how to pick out a view. 
What shpuld I look for? So asks some 
one of an oracle in the Ladies Home 
Journal, who replies: 

Until you have learned to recognize 
beauty in nature wherever it may be 
found, and can intelligently exercise the 
power of selection, you are hardly com- 
petent to construct ‘pictures. The power 
to discriminate between that which is 
beautiful and that which is commonplace 
comes only by cultivating the art 8f 
seeing. The majority of us go about 
with our efes closed, and ignore the fa- 
miliar, our attention being attracted 
only by the unusual, whereas beauty 
which is painted is more often found 
among the every-day conditions of life 
than in the extraordinary grandeur of a 
mountain range, or the intense coloring 
of a sunset. While the camera _photo- 
graphs all things within its range, re- 
producing both essentials and unessen- 
tials to the fundamental idea in the 
picture, the painter will ignore every 
detail that is uot absolutely requisite 
to his purpose. 

Another says: I always get mixed up 
| when I start a picture, I see it clearly 
in my mind, but it never turns out right. 
What ought I to do first? 

In starting a picture first observe and 
locate the broad, simple masses of your 
subject, beginning with the lightest or 
highest in value and descending in 
the scale to the lowest or darkest. Never 
attempt to finish any one part of a 
painting first. Keep working all over the 
canvas until it is complete. Do not 
change your mind during the progress 
of the work. If the light happens to 
change abandon the painting for. the 
time and return to it when similar con- 
ditions prevail.

ONE conclusion is inevitable after reading 
today the reports submitted on behalf of the 
railroad corporations in regard to. the

services operating within the metropolitan 
district of Boston; it is that, in the opinion 
of the companies, half-way measures may 
be penny wise and pound foolish. Evidently 
| the Massachusetts Legislature failed to see 
' what the consulting engineer of the Boston 
& Maine and the New York. New Haven & Hartford discovered 
so readily—that limitation of the electric zone to the metropolitan 
districts would mean loss of time in running trains and heavy 
expense that, experience teaches, would have to be borne largely 
by the traveling public. The Boston & Albany, it seems, faces an 
increase of expenditures for electrification that it is unable to recon- 
cile with what already has been put out, at the instance of the 
state, tor improvement of its traffic conditions. It is apparent, 
therefore, that neither company views with complacency the electri- 
fication project as at present outlined. 

The reports, in the main, appear to be accurate and fair resumes 
of the situation. The magnitude and complexity of the investiga- 
tions conducted by the respective engineers would seem to excuse 
any slight errors possibly made in their estimates. The latter are, 
of course, rough approximations, but it is intimated that the 
expenditures contemplated would be almost prohibitive or totally 
inadvisable. I:stimates for the complete electrification equipment in 
the metropolitan district of the New Haven road amount to $13,- 
862,750, and ot the Boston & Maine to $18,889,192. The cost 
of electrifying the Boston & Albanv’'s lines is figured at $7,520,300, 
and the annual expense of maintenance at $1,172,604. In view of 
these figures, it 1s not to be wondered at that the Albany claims 
to believe the proposed changes would involve a larger deficit than 
it has at present. | 

Although both railroads based their investigations on literal 
compliance with the order of the Legislature, the New Haven report 
does not hesitate to show why it believes the scope of electrification 
should not be confined to: the metropolitan district. By limitation, 
it is foreseen, costly intermediate terminals at points on the district 
boundaries would be ‘necessitated for accommodation of both steam 
and electric motors, and delays could not be avoided in changing 
from one to the other kind of locomotive. Improved service in the 
metropolitan district would be gained, according to the report, only 
by sacrificing the commercial interests of some prominent outlying 
cities and towns. Regardless of this point, the New Haven railroad 
is dissatished with its experience in operating mixed steam and 
electric service, for the report states that the fullest degrees of 
improvement and economy are impossible without complete electri- 
fication. 

The metropolitan limitation would mean, apparently, that the 
New Haven railroad must equip many through routes and branches, 


= 


. with a corresponding increase in cost and charges. In a similar 


connection the Albany railroad’s report argues that the right to 
impose a terminal charge, making passengers bear the financial 
expense involved and insuring a profit to the company, would be 
the fairest method of meeting that situation. But while the Albany 
railroad voices anxiety over the prospective expense of electrification. 
the New Haven coolly intimates the unreason of equipping only 
its metropolitan district lines when complete electrification would 
more nearly equalize the aggregate expenditure and the ultimate 
income. 

At least one conclusion is obvious. The joint board of metro- 
politan improvement and the Massachusetts Legislature should think 
carefully whether it is for the benefit of Greater Boston to have 
electrification now and let the outside lines alone, or to require the 
railroad companies go ahead as planned and let the future take 
care of itself. Because Mr. Mellen believes the project should be 
general instead of specific at the start does not mean necessarilv 
that the best results would follow. Electrification, to all intents and 
purposes, might as well begin with the metropolitan district.

| ——|_ Tue public has little excuse for pleading 
ignorance relative to the business of the 
municipality and advanced methods in 
administration when it is considered that an 
entire literature has grown up as a result of 
legislative and individual investigation. and 
from information gained through beneficial 
experiences. During the recent budget dis- 
play in the city of New York the bureau of 
——s SMUNIcipal research placed before the visitors 
a partial list of public library books_which covered the subject of 
civics from the home environment to the highest office within the 
community. The range of these works is over a number of coun- 
tries, and for comparative purposes alone the collection must appear 
invaluable to the man or woman anxious for city improvement. 

Of books of this class available in libraries the variety of 
subjects treated is indicated from the following: ‘Municipal Govern- 
ment of New York City,” “Guarding a Great City,’ “Municipal 
Engineering and Sanitation,” “The Coming City,” “The British 
City,” “Local Government in England,” “The Government of Euro- 
pean Cities,” “Municipal Government in Great Britain,” “Primary 
klections,” “New York City’s Debt,” “The American City,” “The 
Park Question.” “Immigration and Its Effects on the United States,” 
“The Young Malefactor.” “History of Public Franchises,” “Report 
of Chicago Harbor Commission,” “Modern Civic Art,” “Water 
Supply.” “Report of Metropolitan Improvement Commission,” 
“School Progress and School Facts.” “Town Planning,” “The Stand- 
ard of Living in New York City.” 

If a specimen should be selected for inspection the last-named 
volume alone covers a mass of information at a time when the cry of 
the high cost of living is of interest throughout the land.

by examining books on civic affairs. It is hardly realized what 
an amount of study and investigation and preparation is required 
to present a book of this class that can stand the test of criticism. 
When such a work is finally made available in the public hbrary 
great benefit should flow from what certainly stamps the author 
as indefatigable. 

The most conspicuous feature of the literature of municipal 
affairs and economics is the absence of technicality. The layman 
can gather easily what the writer ‘means to convey. It should also 
be remembered that books of this nature are usually based on careful 
research calculated to lay bare whatever may be discovered at the 
heart of the matter. Works on town and city administrations have 
been ‘effective instruments for developing better conditions. They 
not only follow but aid praiseworthy journalistic efforts. 

It is a sign of the times that schools now incline to wider 
teaching of civics; and while the introduction of the newspaper in 
the classroom, advocated in some quarters, depends entirely for its 
efficacy on the newspaper chosen, carefully written books on munic- 
ipal affairs should continue a great aid to instructor and students. 
Besides, librarians seem more than ever willing to assist the pro- 
spective reader on civic matters in the selection of tke books required, 
and there is hardly a subject dealing with municipal administration 
or economics generally that has not been covered by well-intentioned 
investigation.

of time in the matter of changing them to 
meet existing conditions. The duty and 
responsibility for this change, so the voters 
thought, should now be turned over to the 
Democrats. One of the most conspicuous causes of discontent was 
the tariff. The work of the extra session of Congress did not give 
satisfaction. The Payne-Aldrich tariff law as it stands today is 
popularly unacceptable. It does not reflect public opinion. At the 
polls last Tuesday, by electing a Democratic House of Representa- 
tives, the people emphasized their protests against schedules that 
favor special interests. The popular mandate is that the tariff law 
shall be revised, and revised by the Democratic party; but how ? 
Farnest as are millions of American citizens in behalf of tariff 
reform, they do not want it brought about in such a ‘way as to 
disturb the business of the country. Agitation of the tariff question 
has cost the industry and commerce of the nation in the past far 
more than it has suffered from actual tariff legislation. In other 
words, it has been time and again demonstrated that tinkering 
the tariff is more hurtful to industrial and commercial peace than 
changing it radically. What the business interests of the United 
States dread is not legislative alterations in the tariff law but 
threatened changes. Stability, certainty, assurance mean every- 
thing to business men, and, in turn, everything to all the forces 
of production, from the mill-owner down to the factory hand. 
Tariffs heretofore have*been tanipered with and tinkered in 
a partizan spirit. The “pork barrel’ method of framiiig legislation 
has been applied to it as directly and effectively as to the rivers 
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and harbors bill. One section and one coterie have voted for certain 


schedules in return for favors granted by another section or coterie. 
The system has become abhorrent to right-thinking people, and the 
Democratic party will make a seftous blunder if it shall adopt it. 
very argument advanced in favor of a tariff commission during 
the last two years continues to hold good, The tariff commission 
idea is not the exclusive property of Republicans. It can be carried 
out as well by Democrats. In a sense, it can be carried out better 
by the latter than by the former, because the Democrats are not 
even tacitly bound to high protection. It can be carried out by the 
Democrats, too, without widening the breach in the party on the 
tariff issue. 

~ But, more than all, by adopting it, and sticking loyally to it, 
the Democrats will immensely improve their standing in the esteem 
of the country, which has yet to be convinced of their conservatism 
and sanity with regard to matters of vital concern to the people. 
The Democratic party must not forget that it is on trial, and that 
now is the time for it-to demonstrate its ability to rise above preju- 
dice and emotion and petty considerations and to deal with big 
questions in a big way.

L'pon liberal patronage, as well as the main- 
tenance of the present high standard of 
iusic and accompanying features, depends 
the success of Boston's second season of 
opera by its own company in its own opera 
house. It has been well explained that this 
year is the critical period of the opera s 
existence, and the attendance of the opening 
week may not have been im any large 
way indicative of what is to come, but the 
reception already given the new company warrants those who are 
responsible for the undertaking in feeling considerable encourage- 
ment, and leaves no basis tor anything but optimism in regard to 
the winter's prospects. Opera henceforth this ‘season, then, will 
be opera in Boston five times a week, a tact that will doubtless be 
highly appreciated by the real music lovers who there seek enjoyment. 

By turning to good account the lessons of last vear, profitable 
changes have been brought about in methods for the present season. 
ln order to draw audiences composed of people from all classes, 
variety is an essential in arranging programs; and for that reason 
it is instructive to note that some pleasing French operas have 
heen added to the repertory, while singers from France and a 
conductor from Paris are among the new members of the company. 
Italian and German numbers will be contributed, and the idea of 
breadth as weil as that of excellence has been carried into the 
entire scheme. At the same time those who listened rapturously 
to thé songs of last year’s favorites will be afforded opportunities 
to hear the greatest among them again. 

The new standard is higher than that of last year, and is 
meeting expectations. Followers of opera in America and abroad 
state that the second season almost invariably tells the story of 
whether it is to be permanently established. In the past Boston 
has made every effort to obtain opera of its own and to rank in 
this respect with New York and the leading European cities. Now 
that success has crowned this effort, it is to be hoped that Bos- 
tonians will realize the value of these entertainments and by their 
presence demonstrate the expediency of continuing them year 
after year. °

Meat is going 
to be much lower because people are to eat 
less of it: they are to eat less of it because 
other foodstuffs which have been dear for 
the last two or three years are to be cheaper.

Corn is the great hog feed of the country. Plenty of hog feed 
makes plenty of hog meat, and causes the price of pork to decline. 
A. cheap pork market lessens the demand for other meats and brings 
their prices down also. é 

The differences of late between vegetables and meat, between 
egos and*meat, between fowl and flesh, have been so small that 
people who were formerly content with meat once a day or three 
times a week have felt that they might as well have it twice or 
three times a day and every day in the week. And-the more meat 
they consumed the higher went the price. From_all appearances now 
there is going to be a marked decline in the price of all other 
foodstuffs, the tension on the packing houses will be relieved, and 
meat, as well on the hoof as on the retailer's block, will be cheaper. 

It may be that the effect of the great corn crop will not manifest 
itself immediately. Corn feeding and fattening are going on every- 
where, however, and in the meantime there are evidences of a 
slight downward tendency in prices of many articles of food. The 
important thing is that the high prices seem to have reached their 
climax. The decline will be all the more satisfactory if it shall be 
steady rather than swift.

Civic matters, whether local or general in 
character, are vitally interesting to the execu- 
tive officials of every municipality, and the 
recent exchange of ideas by mayors of New 
England cities has brought out some thoughts 
that doubtless will take torm in works. | 
Prominent among these are the declaration | 
of George B. Ford of New York to the | 
effect that improved transit facilities are the |! 
remedy for overcrowding of cities; plans tor 
insuring a clean milk supply, pensions for those whose years are 
advanced and taxation. Each one of these mayors faces conditions 
ditfering more or less from what the others meet, while pomts of 
similarity in their problems make the mutual discussion of them 
helpful. It must be confessed that two days, tull ot mterruptions, 
is a brief space of time in which to consider exhaustively questions 
of civic economy, cleanliness, education, departmental activities and 
the like, and the subjects did not cover so wide a range, but much 
valuable information can be crowded mto a paper or contributed 
by a good speaker who knows what he ts talking about. 

Thus, although the Boston conference took up matters chiefly 
of a general character, the mavors carried home with them knowl- 
edge of what other cities than their own are doing, and to that 
extent they gained in breadth of outlook that which they never 
could have acquired within their narrower environs. Best of all, 
Mayor Jones knows Mavor Smith and Mayor Brown, and they 
rather like each other. Mayor Brown now may feel that in case 
an unusually intricate situation arises and assistance is needed, he 
can get it by writing to Mayor Snuth of Mayor Jones or some 
other mayor. It may be something about the school fund, or 
macadamizing the streets, or an obstreperous board of aldermen, or 
a dozen and one other matters that nearly every mayor—even the 
lord mayor of London—has to puzzle over at times. No problems 
of that kind are impossible of solution, and acquaintance with some 
good, knowing tellow helps a city executive greatly, on occasion. 
Doubtless more attention will be paid to detailed consideration of 
civic questions at future conferences; but in any event the dis- 
cussion of large subjects in this manner tends to unity efforts for. 
civic progress. 
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
